P aris, July 13.—Pere Oharmetant, 
director general of the French mission 
iii the Levant, has received, by way of 
the Caucasus and Tifiis, a message pre­ 
pared by a number of Armenian nota­ 
bles aud Gregorian bishops on the situa­ 
tion in Armenia. 
It took the messenger, who had the 
document 
in charge, 
nearly three 
months to get through the dilticulities 
and dangers along the Turkish frontier, 
w’hich was carefully guarded against 
all 
Armenians 
or 
Armenian 
sym­ 
pathizers. 
Tile report, which fills 30 printed 
pages, goes fully into the situation. 
According to its author, the Turks in 
Armenia, fearing European interven­ 
tion. have abandoned the old practices 
of who'esale massacre, but during the 
last year there have been clandestine 
butcheries and most terrible persecu­ 
tions, especially in the more remote 
provinces. 
The Turks openly boast that they 
have sworn to w'ipe out the w’hole Ar­ 
menian race. 
The document recites in detail var­ 
ious forms of persecution. 
lr appears 
that the tax collectors seize the inhabi­ 
tants if thev do not pay everything de­ 
manded, 
The document says : 
“ Women 
are taken 
through the 
streets with chains around their necks 
and kept for days without food. 
Iii 
some cases they are fastened to pillars, 
heud downward^ 
Freezing water is 
thrown over them, or they are beaten 
until the blood runs. 
In other cases 
their hands are tied behind their hacks 
and then cats, first made furious, are 
thrown upon their bosoms. Often they 
are burned in various parts k>f their j 
bodies with redhot irons. 
“ All the highways are guarded so as 
to prevent emigration. 
Not a single 
day passes without our hearing of or 
witnessing somewhere within our u n ­ 
fortunate provinces some act of fiend­ 
ish cruelty. 
The Turks and Kurds en­ 
ter the houses of Armenians in gangs, I 
bind the man and then outrage their 
wives, sisters and daughters before 
their eves.” 
The document concludes with the de­ 
spairing cry “our hope is dying out. 
God help us. May Europe have pity 
npon us.”

The PM«pn|rr Association of That ‘'tate 
Will Henceforth Retune to Give Home 
!4eeken Reduced Puree- Thin Will Not, 
It I* Thought, “top Emigration. 


Etuig aition from the middle west to 
the south bas attained such proportions 
that it is viewed by the press and many 
of the people of the former section with 
a degree of disfavor that is akiu to 
alarm. The state of .Michigan is one of 
the commonwealths that are seriously 
affected by this movement. 
In order to 
check the exodus the Passenger associa­ 
tion of that state has taken 
action 
against giving reduced rates to home 
seekers’ excursions. 
The Detroit Journal says that this 
action was taken on the ground that 
such excursions encourage emigration to 
the disadvantage of the state. 
The in­ 
terests of the railroads represented, as 
well as those of the state, are involved, 
and The Journal says the association 
took an “ intelligent view of the mat­ 
te r." Our Detroit contemporary sub­ 
mits that if the railroads should by of­ 
fering special excursion inducements 
encourage emigration their own inter­ 
ests would suffer more or less therefrom. 
We suppose this is lawful and it may 
be politic, but it is very unusual, if not 
an entirely new departure. It has never 
been the custom of transportation com­ 
panies to discriminate in favor of one 
and against another kind of excursion 
parties. The railroads have made re­ 
ductions in iftfce# for political, religious, 
social, educational and many other in­ 
terests. 
During the campaign of 1890 
millions of men were transported for 
half fare or less, and many of them for 
a good deal less, in order that they 
might attend political meetings. 
This 
was not merely proper, but commend­ 
able, and we have no doubt it was prof­ 
itable to the railroads. There are half 
fare excursions every day in the year to 
points of interest in all parts of the 
oountry. Hundreds of them go to every 
point of the compass on long or short 
routes to the profit of the roads, to the 
benefit of the people w hom they carry 
and of the residents of the localities 
which they visit. 
During the last few 
years the home seekers’ excursion has 
become almost an established institu­ 
tion, and it has received the same con­ 
sideration at the hands of the railways 
that they have accorded to other farties. 
But it appears that Michigan has had 
enough of this kind of traveling, aud 
the railroads of that state deem it expe­ 
dient. to apply the brakes in the shape 
of full fare for all home seekers whether 
they go singly or in hundreds. The 
Journal thinks that iii taking this ac­ 
tion against home seekers’ excursions 
the association has undoubtedly done a 
good thing for the would be home seek­ 
ers, who would avail themselves of the 
inducements offered to emigrate to some 
other state. The reason w hy The Jour 
ual thinks that way is found in its as­ 
sertion that Michigan is one of the best 
and most desirable states of the Union 
to live iii aud that, of the pi p c who 
have moved out of it, hoping ana < xpect- 
ing to better their condition, a large 
majority have been disappointed. 
Undoubtedly Michigan is a good state 
for all of her citizens who arc contented, 
but that a great many Michigan people 
are not contented is evident from this 
action of tho transportation companies. 
Many families from that state have gone 
BOU t h, aud others are preparing to go. 
This denial of excursion rates may check 
the movem At to some extent, but it 
will not Hto^ it. The advantage* offered 
by the south will inevitably draw large­ 
ly from the northwest.—Washington 
Post.

“ As we laid the boily on the cooling 
board,” said Mr. Kelly, “ I was struck 
with the lifelike appearance of the face 
of the corpse and the g n at warmth of 
the body. I remarked to my man that I 
did riot believe that life was extinct. 
While this was hardly credible, in view 
of the fact that the attending physician 
had pronounced the woman dead some 
hours before, I, however, bade the at­ 
tendant delay injecting the deadly em­ 
balming fluid until I made an examina­ 
tion. 
It took but a few seconds to con­ 
firm my suspicions, for, on unbuttoning 
and laying back the gown covering the 
body, I could distinctly see the pulsa­ 
tions of the heart. 
I wait considerably 
shocked at the discovery aud how neai 
we had been to taking the life of the 
poor creature. 
We hastily and as ten­ 
derly as possible replaced the boily on 
the lied, and I summoned the family to 
come in, telling them that the woman 
was not dead. 
I naturally expected a 
scene, but not, so. 
The two women in 
attendance merely looked at each other 
in a bewildered way and hardly ex­ 
pressed any surprise, while the husband 
seemed as little affected. Gathering up 
our traps, we hastily departed, and I 
heard no more of the cane until last Sat­ 
urday, when I was again summoned by 
the husband to embalm and bury his 
w ife’s remains. 
Bhe had survived all 
this time, some five or six days. 
On 
this second trip I found the body still 
quite warm, but before proceeding to 
make an injection I allowed the body 
to become quite cold to make sure that 
death had taken place. 
“ The incident has impressed upon 
m e,” continued Mr. Kelly, “ how care­ 
ful undertakers should be, not only in 
viewing a corpse, but in having reli­ 
able, sober men in their service, espe­ 
cially for embalming. 
Had a thought­ 
less, careless or half drunken man been 
sent out iii the first instance on this 
case, the poor woman would probably 
have been cruelly put to death.”

ered. 
William Rockefeller says that neither 
he nor his brother has ever meddledj 
with politics in the village, but that I 
next spring they will make things live- j 
ly for the assessors.

all of tim stuff, while the others went 
without any. 
Plainly that would not 
d a But I didn’t know’ yet what I would 
do. 
“ After awhile it occurred to me that 
I would start a man in a buggy driving 
in a oertain direction. 
He was to dis­ 
tribute the stuff to everybody he met on 
the road, and in that way the stuff 
would finally get into the hands of the 
people.

We believe that the English, who are 
in continental opinion a nation of shop­ 
keepers, are not by instinct or by aspira­ 
tion a trading people at all, or even an 
industrial one. 
They are a seafaring 
people by tendency, and as the sea pro­ 
duces nothing they are compelled to 
trade, and circumstances have driven 
tin rn into the industrial life, but their 
proclivity is toward struggle of any 
kind, and not, except as an incident in 
that struggle, toward the making of 
money. 
It w’as quite late in their his­ 
tory that they recognized trading a* 
their vocation, aud much later still that 
they surrendered the notion that to be 
a trader, w hether merchant or manufac­ 
turer or dealer iii money, was to be 
comparatively a base |>erson. Till with­ 
in the last few years all 
historian* 
thought economics 
rather unworthy 
subjects of their pens, and the social 
distinctions drawn 
against 
industry 
were of the most galling charact* r. In­ 
deed, they have not disappeared yet, the 
contempt which was once felt for the 
merchant and the banker being still en­ 
tertained for the distributor, though bf 
often combines both functions. 
The 
great industrial is still hardly reckoned 
on a par with the great agriculturist, 
and the shopkeeper of any kind is *tiU 
placed far below any sort of professional- 
Money, it is true, is now almost the 
only source of irresponsible power, and 
those who possess it begin, like the 
powerful in all countries and agee, 
be highly regarded, but the grandson of 
a Tottenham Court road peer would 
much rather his peerage had been ac* 
quired in battle or by chicane than out 
of a shop, however large. Even tbeoap- 
tains of industry, who are like the old 
barons in many respects, are not though1 
of as quite their equals, and the greatest 
of railway builders, say the late Mr- 
Brassey, is not placed on the level of * 
great agriculturist, say the late Mr- 
Coke of Norfolk. The state has honor# 
both, but the popular sentiment, which, 
and not the state, settles what Cree > 
are like, condones, rather than delight* 
in, the action of the state. The difference 
is disappearing, but it dies hard.—k°u‘ 
don Spectator.

It can hardly fail to

scientific methods of safeguarding life 
and property at sea. Those who do busi­ 
ness in deep waters will feel a new se­ 
curity and, with a diminution of ma­ 
rine risks, a new impulse will be given 
to the merchant shipping of the world. 
It i.s true that most coliisiims oc'cur 
from careli'bsness or inattcution, and 
no rules, however good, w’ili 
make 
officers careful and vigilant. 
But the 
fact that the new rules will require 
more meutal effort and watchful ness 
than the old required may be an advan­ 
tage, and not, as some have alleged, a 
hardship. 
It should be noted well by all m^amen 
that the new rules are applicable not 
only on the open ocean, but also “ in all 
waters connected therewith navigable 
by seagoing vessels.”

Recently the new rub * of th© road 
formulated by the greut m aritim e pow­ 
ers went into operation ou all the high 
seas. Tho regulations, which w ill have 
the force of law for the m ariner, are 
substantially those prescribed by the 
international W ashington m arine con­ 
ference of 1889, but in tho 7 
years 
since that body closed its deliberations 
its recom mendations have 
been 
sub­ 
jected to the fires of criticism , aud not 
without ultim ately undergoing some 
modifications. 
The original regulation respecting 
the screening of side lights, against 
which there was a great outcry by ship­ 
masters and shipowners, does not figure 
in the new rules as finally revised, and 
screens are hereafter, as heretofore, to 
be fixed so as to prevent the red aud 
green lights from beiug visible across 
the bow of the ship. 
The helm signals 
proposed at W ashington are retained 
and incorporated in the new regula­ 
tions. W hile there has been not a little 
debate over some of the signals it can­ 
not be assumed in advance of their trial 
that they w ill prove unsatisfactory, as 
their critics have predicted. 
At any 
rate, the new law for preventing colli­ 
sions at sea is confessedly in many im ­ 
portant respects an improvement upon 
the old. 
It is more precise and more 
comprehensive, and upon the whole the 
best., perhaps, that could have benn ob­ 
tained under the circumstances and con­ 
ditions of their adoption. 
The adoption of the new international 
rules, even if they shall be found to re­ 
quire s e r i o u s revision, is certainly one 
step in advance. 
It can hardly fail to 
have a happy effect iii rem inding sea­ 
men of their responsibilities, in defining 
more clearly than has ever before beeu 
done the precautions which must be 
scrupulously observed to prevent disas­ 
ter aud in enforcing more accurate and 
scientific methods of safeguarding life 
and property at sea. Those who do busi­ 
ness in deep waters w ill feel a new se­ 
curity and, w ith a dim inution of m a­ 
rine risks, a new impulse will be given 
to the m erchant shipping of the world. 
It is true th at most collisions occur 
from carelessness or inattention, and 
no rules, however good, w ill 
mak** 
officers careful and vigilant. 
But the 
fact th at the new rules will require 
more m ental effort and watoliiulneM* 
than the old required may be an advan­ 
tage and not, as some have alleged, a 
bardship. 
It should be noted well by all seamen 
that the new rules are applicable not 
only on the open ocean, bnf also “ in all 
waters connected therew ith navigable 
by seagoing vessels.’ 
But the latter 
statem ent does not hold in waters where 
local roles are in force. 
There are some new fog signals w ith 
which seamen w ill have to fam iliarize j 
themselves aud the proper use of which 
w ill both tax and educate their power 
of attention. 
One of these innovations requires two 
prolonged blasts for steam vessels when 
“ underw ay, but stopped and having no 
way upon h er.” Another innovation re­ 
quires a long blast, followed by two 
short blasts, for vessels towed and tow ­ 
ing, vessels not under command, vessids 
not able to maneuver as required by 


1 these rules aud vessels at work on tele- 
i graph cable. While the latter rule may 
be open to some am biguity of construc­ 
tion, the net result of article 15 (in 
which it is embodied) can hardly fail 
in practice to reduce the num ber of col­ 
lisions considerably. 
The spirit aud tenor of the new rules, 
while not sufficiently definite aud strong 
upon the matter of the speed of vessels 
in fog, require more caution on the part 
of n a v ig a to rs than the old rules did. 
I The former prescribe “ moderate speed’’ 
in thick or failing weather, leaving to 
the captain of the ship to decide what 
is moderate speed. 
Doubtless, it would 
seem, the time w ill come (and probably 
soon come) when something more than 
! this india rubber rule w ill be demanded 
in the interest of the millions of steam-
